Thence 
proceeding deen, as qualified in Body or Mind, from the laborious 
Practices ofthe meaneſt Drudgeries, to the loſtiefl Studies of their more Po- 
lite Accompliſhments, till their Knowledge and Experience encreaſing 
with their Years, they are Preferr'd at laſt to ſome Place of Honour about
